5 arranged at the nose with tractor propellers and cabin cell arranged behind and being 
wide enough for two adjacent passenger seats, characterized in that the cabin is so large 
that- comprising a virtual flat cabin floor is defin e d in it. l e aving fr e e w hich does leave 
free an orthorhombic space over this virtual floor of at least 190cm in length, at least 
45cm wide and at least 40 cm in height, fea ^wherebv this space allows the reception of 
10 a perso n Iving on a stretcher for air-transporting of said person. Iving on a stretcher 

2. (Currently Amended) fetefet -The Ught aeroplane of the ultra light class 
and sport plane category according to Claim 1, characterized in that a figther including 
a,central tub e (1) with t ube with at least a 200nmi diameter that extends along the 
aeroplane longitudinal axis, and in that a square profile e l e m e nt (12) is transv e rsally

tube and is rigidly coimected to said tube in a positively engaged manner, in which said 
square profile (121 seen p rofile, seen from the front side, gable shaped arranged shock 
strut tubes f22. 23) for th e t ubes for the m ain wheels are supported, as well as being 
fixed with its ends at its back side an upward rising tube bend (1 1) bevond b end bevond 
10 the length of the square profile (121 that is bordered p rofile that is bordered from the

5. (Currently Amended) fekjrt-The light aeroplane of the ultra light class 
and Ssert -sport p lane category according to claim 2, characterized in that the fiel tanlc 

is arranged fiirther including a fiiel tank arranged b ehind the square profil e (12) and 
profile and i ts width extends beyond the length of the square profile e lem e nt (12), 
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-element, comprising a recess on its upper side, in the area of the central tab© 
(I), in order tube, in order t o house the Said tobe and t ube and i n the case of the 
presence of tubing stru ts (13 ). leading stmts, leading; from the lower side of the square 
profile (12) obliqu e ly p rofile obliquely to the rear side to the central tube (1), 
comprising t ube, comprising accordingly formed recesses in the fuel tank bottom, with 
which it remains lying 

6. (Currently Amended) Lkfet -The Ught aeroplane of the ultra Ught class 
and sport plane category according to claim 2, characterized in that at th e w herein the 
firont side of the square profil e (12) in flight p rofile in flight direction, at least on its left 
side, ext e nding extends t wo firontward pointed supporting rails (29). parallel r ails, 
parallel t o each other, that are braced by means of oblique struts (30) downwards struts 
downwards to the firont sid e (33) of the side of the square profile e l e ment (12) and on 
naid r.unnorting rail r29'> a neat (31) is guided element and on said supporting rail a seat 
is guided i nto several positions by means of a carriage. 

7. (Currently Amended) fcitfet -The Ught aeroplane of the ultra Ught class 
and sport plane category according to claim 2, characterized in that the tonic (25) is a 
container w herein the tank is a container of warm deformed carbon fibre reinforced 
plastic, produced in the vacuum process at an external negative form with a capacity of 
at least 80 to 120 litires. 

8. (Currently Amended) lAs ^Ths Ught aeroplane of the ultra Ught class 
and sport plane category according to claim 2 wherein behind the square profile, at the 
central tube, an electrical rope capstan with an electric characteriz e d in that behind th e 

square profile (12), at the c e ntral tube (1), an electrical rope capstan (51) with electric 
5 motor and angle gear box is arranged for retracting the rope of a rope way for drawing 
gliders. 

9. (Currently Amended) fckfe^ The light aeroplane of the ultra Ught class 
and sport plane category according to claim 2 characterized in that the motor mount (2)
